Marshal Fosh - 

The American Numismatic So- 
ciety is very glad to welcome you 
to its home, in a buildigs where 
the art of France holds a conspic- 
uous position. 

For over sixty years this So- 
ciety has had for its aim the ad- 
vancement of the art of the Medal.

the cards.This latter work Mrs.deQuetteville is gradually taking- 
over. 





In nearly every particular the coin room is in better shape 
than at the same time last year,and with the relief caused by: 
shifting the publishing elsewherec and the assistance of Mrs. de 
Quetteville in looking afterrthe less complex and more routine 
work I oan probably keep more than abreast of things as they. comes 

The accessions during 1921 were 11,545 pieces against’ 6,817 
in 1920;4,570.in 1919;and 4,547 in 1918. During the year my time 
was divided about as follows,- Visitors, correspondence, general 


administrabive and Society's work 42% Publications 20% Cabinet 29% 
and Exhibitions 9%.

Mrs deQuetteville came in May and has devoted most of her 
time in dusting the coins and trays. These sadly needed going 
over as a great deal of dust and a greasy black film has pen- 
etrated averywhere in the coin room.I felt by doing this work 
Mrs deQuettevile would be best able to learn by general absorb- 
tion thecoins and medals and where they were;requiring less: of 
my time to teach her thanby any other way.Also the proeess of 
learning was in constructive work. She has also taken over quite 
largely yhe labelling transferring ,rearranging and the making: 
of plaster casts,as well as keeping the room in order and ke@- 
ing the supplies tp.I have also made a start in turning over 


some of the responsibility of keeping: the decorations and paper 
money in order. 


' During the eight months she has been here I feei she has 
-proved hersusefulness,but at this date would not care to say 
whether she has it in her to rise very high in the profession.. 
we must bear in mind that she was thrown bodily into an entirely 
new subject and the period of bewilderment and assimilation is 
not over. Also I have not had the time to personally devote to 
teaching her as I was hoping. She has a willingness and a desire 
to learn. It is not necessary; that she should qualify as an expert* 
as there will always be sufficient minor and routine work to be 
done by someone. 


Although she could get more money in commercial lines 
she was willing:to come here at#15. a week,liking the position 
and desiring to learn the profession.I recommend that she be s 
given a slight raise for the first half of 1922 and another 
raise for the second half.

to prepare the weekly letters to the bank, and the records incidental 
thereto, and to supervise the filing which is done by Mrs. Ruch who 
works ten hours each week (at the rate of 50¢ ver hou. Mrs. Ruch 
also copies from manuscript notes whenever necessary; keeps up the 
membership card files, and performs any other tasks which do not need 
stenography. By being in the downstairs office from 9 - 11, except 
on Saturdays, Mrs. Ruch in answering the door minimizes our lack of a 
door boy. 

Much of the work of the Secretary is handled by telephone ee 
new members; keeping Fellows interested by referring to them material 
in their own particular fields; where possible, stimmlating the activi- 
ties of the various Committoes; entertaining members who come to the } 
Museum; and on occasions that are becoming increasingly rare, calling at 
the studios of our sculptor members, responding to their invitations to

LIBRARY January, 1922 


Most of the routine work of the library is carried on 
by the Assistant, Miss Meagher. The periodicals, as they 
are received, are carefully analysed, each article being 
given, at least, an author and subject card. The past weeks 
have been spent upon the books loaned by the Hispanic Society 
of America, and this will require several months additional 
before it is completed. Preparing our duplicates for sale 
will, also, require considerable time and thought. 

Books and periodicals acquired by Mr. Newell, if not in 
our library, are catalogued and available for reference. 

Miss Meagher has also rendered assistance in preparing 
bibliographies for the monographs. 


There were a number of important purchases during the 
year; one from an auction sale in Italy, ad two other lots 
purchased by me while abroad. 


The gifts have been more numerous than usual - Messrs. 
Levis, Gillingham, Powell, Saltus, Viscomte de Sartiges and 
others have made valuable contributions to our shelves. 

Messrs. Gillingham and Hidlitz have contributed sams to 
make binding possible, but the minimum of binding has been done 
because of high costs. 


Much time is spent in accommodating our material to the 
scanty space in which we have to shelve it. 


Miss Meagher has also devoted mach of her time to the pre- 
paration of the bibliography of Greek Coin Finds, which we hope 
to publish in monograph form when complete. Messrs. Hill and 
Babelon, and others, have encouraged us in this plan; and Dr. 
Regling of the Berlin Museum has offered to aid by providing 
references to German periodicals which may have escaped attention. 


The most serious handicap of the library is the impossibil- 
ity of planning its consistent growth along any line because of 
lack of funds. With the acquisitions of the past year, One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000) would permit a consistent and system- 
atic filling in of the lacunae. There are so many more and vital 
needs, however, that it seems inadvisable to urge this one upon 
our members at the present time.

On October 8th, Council voted that the proceeds 
from the sale of the safes go to the Coin and Medal Fund.
